REAL MEANING 
OF VIETNAM

It is time someone explained to the 
‘American people the real meaning of the 
war in Vietnam. The Vietnam war cannot 


be understood out of context. It can be 
understood only when one understands the 
secret policies of the Establishment which 
rules over us, The shameful debacle in 
Vietnam is virtually an unprecedented 
piece of ignomony. We have moved into a 
small country and for a number of years 
have carried on an absolutely pointless and 
worthless military operation, in which 
thousands of people have been killed and a 
small country disrupted, indeed nearly 
demolished. American patriots who have 
always supported American military policy 
must now face the fact that in this case 
American policy is indefensible. Our mili- 
tary forces could have won the war; they 
could have established peace and order; but 
they were not allowed to do so. The bodies 
of 40,000 young Americans have been 
shipped home in GI caskets. To what end? 


There might be good reasons for our 
being in Southeast Asia. World order de- 
mands the presence of a great power in that 
area. The British bastion at Singapore was 
a key factor in maintaining the hundred- 
year Pax Britannica. The Straits of Malacca 
are vital to world commerce. We might 
well wish to prevent the spread of Com- 
munism in Southeast Agia. These might 
have been good reasons for our being in 
Southeast Asia. Unhappily, none of these 
sound reasons actually accounted for our 
presence there. In seventy years, the 
United States Government has never fought 
Communism anywhere in the world. On 
the contrary, for seventy years the Amer- 
jean Establishment has backed Communism 
around the world; American money went 
into the abortive revolution in Russia back 
in 1905. Again in 1917, American interests 
backed the October Revolution. All of the 
leading revolutionists of Russia had quite 
cosy connections with the American Estab- 
lishment. The great banks of New York 
furnished the money. Again, the American 
Establishment backed Chinese Communism.
